An investigation is under 


way today into the death of a 
Dixon State hospital patient 
whose nude and frozen body 
was found Sunday near the 
Rock river on the hospital 
grounds. 


The dead man is Edward Siegel, 


37, Chicago. He was a spastic and 
had been a patient at the hospital 
since Nov. 10, 1948, according to 
hospital authorities. 


Clothes Scattered 


His body was found lying face 


down in a clump'of bushes on the 
northeast side of the hospital 
grounds near the river. The body 
was nude but the clothing was 
strewn' around the area nearby. 
There was no apparent marks of 
violence, according to 
Coroner 


Robert F. Preston. Frank Ship- 
pie, another patient, made the dis- 
covery at 2 p. m. 


An inquest was scheduled for 4 


p. m. today at the state hospital. 
An autopsy to determine cause 
of death was performed by Dr. 
John E. Maloney, Princeton. Coro- 
ner Preston said that an exam- 
ination of the body did not reveal 
the cause of death. 


Missing Nine Days 


Siegel had been, missing since 


Feb. 14. Searching parties were 
sent out that day and the next 
and passed within 15 feet of the 
spot where the body was found, 
according to C. K. Bush, hospital 
superintendent. 


Snow was on top of the body, 


indicating that he died prior to 
the snowfall last Friday and Sat- 
urday, Coroner Preston said. His 
billfold was found nearby but it 
was not indicated that anything 
had been taken from it. 


Because of freezing tempera- 


tures, the body was not decom- 
posed, Preston stated. Swiegcl is 
survived by a sister, Mrs. Sylvia 
Bcrger, Chicago, his mother and 
a brother. The body is at the state 
hospital.

SAIGON, INDOCHINA —(AP) 


—The French last night announced 
their first major retreat in North 
Indochina in 15 months—abandon- 
ment of the key highway center of 
Hoa Binh and withdrawal of 20,- 
000 soldiers into a much-shortened 
perimeter around Hanoi. 


The French had said, after cap- 


turing Hoa Binh in mid-November. 


Ay they would never let Ho Chin- 
' Minh's Communist-led Vietminh 


guerrillas get 'it back. 


Forty miles southwest of Hanoi, 


it was a key point on the Viet- 
minh's north-south supply route. 


But French Commander Gen. 


Raoul Salan told reporters last 
night the battle-devastated town 
was no longer of strategic impor- 
tance—partly because the Commu- 
nists had bypassed it on the west 


•jj^with roads over which Red China 


is pouring in increasing amounts of 
war supplies. 


Along with the abandonment of 


Hoa Binh, the French withdrew 
from colonial route No. 6, the main 
supply channel to the town. This 
cut the Hanoi defense perimeter 
from 500 to 375 miles. 


Salan said French and Vietnam- 


ese troops were now concentrated 
in the Red river delta around Ha- 
£, noi, and this would be held as a 


beachhead until they can launch a 
big-scale offensive. 


Though he hinted this might 


come within three or four months, 
observers felt the French and Viet- 
namese troops now would be on 
the defensive in the north for some 
time.

tax return this year, better watch 
out for nosy neighbors. 


The business of tattling to the 


government on income tax evaders 
— for a fee — is booming as never 
before. 


1 • The revenue bureau reported to- 


day it paid out half a million 
dollars last year to informers who 
tipped the government to tax vio- 
lators by business associates or 
neighbors. 


Increase Taxes 


As a result of the tips, revenue 


agents picked up 59,627,846 more 
in taxes for the fiscal year which 
ended June 30. 


All signs indicate this will be 


sn even bigger year for informers, 
citizens pouring in tips on re- 
curring revenue scandals are like- 
ly to uncover even more tax 
evasion. 


In the past three years, pay- 


ments to informers have averaged 
480 million dollars a year, a 
tremendous increase over former 
years. 


For 13 years ending in 1948, 


payments averaged only $71,921 


.A year. And the $9,627,846 col- 
•lected last year because of in- 


formers' tips compares with an 
average of only two million dur- 
ing that 13 year period.

En\v of wealthier people, revenge 
against a former boss, to cash 
in on informers' fees, and just 
plain patriotism.

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Chiang Kai-Shek Would Need 


Our Aid Before Marching 


Chiang Kai-Shek's Nationalist armies are in the spot- 


light again, as new proposals are made to "take the wraps 
off" them and let them attack the Chinese mainland. 


Henry Lieberman, New York Times correspondent who 


ably mans the Hong Kong listening post, has observed the 
Nationalist forces stationed on Formosa. He concludes that, 
whatever our intent, Chiang's men are not now ready to 
launch any large-scale amphibious assault on the mainland. 


Professional guesses as to when the Nationalists will be 


prepared vary from six months to two years', and all esti- 
mates assume the United States would furnish needed arms 
and other supplies, not to mention air and naval support. 


Indeed, says Lieberman, Chiang has not yet completed 


programs looking toward the effective defense' of Formosa 
against Communist attack. The task is naturally conceived 
to be easier than launching an invasion across 100 miles of 
open water. 


The Nationalist infantry force totals around 400,000, 


about three-fourths of these being footsoldiers. While this 
is a sizable number, not all could be committed to an overseas 
attack. Many would have to garrison Formosa- 


*

• 


The experts appear to feel 100,000 to 200,000 represents 


what Chiang might throw against the mainland. 


But even this force could not essay a landing without 


American aid. The Nationalist navy is a minor affair. Its 
ah- force is inferior even to the Chinese Communist contin- 
gent, and it might also have to face Russian-manned planes 
in such an attempt. 


As indicated, too, Chiang would require U. S. equipment 


and continuous supplies before a man could march. 


With the best of aid the adventure would still be a tre- 


mendous risk. Communist armies in position to meet a Na- 
tionalist landing are vastly greater in number than .Chiang's. 
The Reds have not been idle. Their coastline bristles with 
fortifications, and is shielded by radar. 


Any forecast that the mainland Chinese would rise in 


revolt as the Nationalists hit the beach is pure conjecture. 
Red police control on the mainland is rigid. No one knows 
whether any rebellion could take shape. Or, for that matter, 
whether the mainland folk would welcome Chiang's armies. 


It Is notable that none of this analysis reflects on the 


quality of Chiang's troops. Lieberman declares them to be 
generally good, though the combat veterans are aging and 
getting rusty from lack of battle activity- 


We have 350 or 400 army, air force and naval personnel 


on Formosa training Chinese Nationalist soldiers. Training 
is said to have been stepped up recently. But our shipments 
of military materiel to Formosa lag behind schedule, as they 
do in other regions of the world. 


The important thing that emerges from a cold, factual 


study of Chiang's armies is that using them is not simply a 
matter of "taking the wraps off." As they exist today, they 
are probably capable of only small hit-and-run raids on 
lightly defended coastal sectors. 


This does not mean the Nationalists are unimportant. It 


means their potential must be viewed realistically. They do 
not represent a cure-all for our troubles in Korea and the 
rest of Asia. They are only one cloudy factor in an amaz- 
ingly complex Asiatic picture. 


Whither Abe? 


Abraham Lincoln is part of the public preserve, and as 


such is fair game not alone for politicians but for radio and 
television dramatists. Yet it seemed like presuming on Old 
Abe's memory when the other night a certain TV Lincoln 
dropped his historic role and went into a cigaret and cigaret 
lighter commercial without changing costume.

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Proper Hygiene Important 
In Treatment of Pinworins 


So far as I know there are no 


statistics on how many people 
are afflicted with pinworms, but 
here are certainly many so af- 
llcted. One correspondent writes 
.hat she has been bothered with 
.hem off - and - on for eighteen 
years,' and many who write me 
ask how to get rid of them. 


Actually pinworms are not* as 


hard to eliminate as some other 
ntestlnal parasites, but reinfec- 
tion is particularly common, and 
therefore careful attention to hy- 
jienlc living conditions and care 
in association with others Is par- 
ticularly important to keep them 
from coming back. 


Pinworms are more common in 


children than 
grown-ups, 
espe- 


cially among those in large fami- 
lies or in children living in insti- 
tutions. It is comparatively rare 
in families in which separate bed- 
rooms are used. 


This is because the worms get 


on the bed linen, pajamas and 
other clothing and are picked up 
by others who come in contact 
with such objects. 


When children live In an insti- 


tution or dormitory or when sev- 
eral use the same bedroom, the 
spreading of the worms from one 
person to another is easy. 


The eggs from pinworms are 


usually laid on the skin and mu- 
cous membrane near the outlet of 
the bowel. This causes severe 
itching. In fact, the itching can 
be so bad that it produces nerv- 
ousness, sleeplessness, and 
even 


convulsions. 


The exact diagnosis must be 


made by taking swabs from the 
places 
where the' worms are 


likely to be and examining the 
material under the microscope. 


Infestation 
with pinworms is 


frequently confused with infesta- 
tion of other parasites and the di- 


agnosis must be clarified by ac- 
curate examination. Once this ,. 
has been done, proper treatment w 
can be started. 


Prompt Treatment Urged 


Treatment is reasonably satis- 


factory but should be given to all 
involved persons in a family or 
to all children In a 
dormitory. 


Abonut nine out of ten are cured, 
although the treatment may have 
to be repeated several times. 


Once 'an outbreak of pinworms 


s discovered, treatment should be - 
prompt and thorough. AH those * 
who are exposed as well as those 
who have definite signs of worms 
must be given information on hy- 
gienic measures. 


Careful and frequent 
washing 


of the hands with soap and water 
is one of the most 
important 


measures. 


With the improvement in knowl- 


edge of hygiene and how to take 
care of one's body and 
better 


methods of treatment, 
pinworm "' 


Infestations have become less fre- 
quent. 


Once established, however, pin- 


worms rarely or never disappear 
without treatment, as many peo- 
ple have discovered for 
them- 


selves.

KHARTOUM, Sudan—(AP)—While devout Moslems prayed and 


pregnant Hindu women hid in their homes in fear, the moon blacked 
out the sun for three minutes today. 
Scientists were jubilant over 


near perfect weather for recording the total eclipse here. 


For the three precious minute*, 


70 scientists from 10 countries 
worked feverishly at the grear 
mass of complicated astronomical, 
photographic and electronic equip- 
ment they had assembled in this 
capital of the Sudan. If an astorno- 
mer is lucky, he may see an hour 
of total eclipses in his entire 
lifetime.

Livestock in 
United States 


WASHINGTON, ' (AP) — The 


Agriculture d e p a r t m e n t today 
ordered an immediate halt to vir- 
tually all imports of livestock and 
meats from Canada because of an 
outbreak of foot and mouth dis- 
ease in Saskatchewan. 


Dr. B. T. Sinims, chief of the 


bureau of animal industry, said 
imports have been running to well 
over 100 million pounds of meat a 
year and about 360,000 head of 
cattle, swine, and sheep. 


Foot and mouth disease is easily 


spread' and is one of the most 
feared of all live stock ailments. 


Inspectors all along the Cana- 


dian-U.S. border were ordered to 
stop shipments of cattle, sheep, 
goats, and hogs immediately as 
well as shipments of fresh and 
frozen products from such ani- 
mals. Dr. Simms said he thought 
all shipments would be stopped by 
tonight. 


Asked when the embargo on 


Canadian imports might end, he 
said there is no way of telling; 
that it depends on how quickly the 
outbreak can be put under control. 


Other department officials said 


that cutting off Canadian meat 
would not seriously affect supplies 
for U.S. consumers. While im- 
ports from Canada are substantial, 
they pointed out that they amount 
to only about one pound of meat 
a year for each U.S. consumer.
